PANIC IN CIGAR FACTORY 


Results In Eight Girls Being 
Crushed to Death 


MANY OTHERS BADLY HURT 


Deaf and Dumb Boy Got Caught In 
Elevator and the Sight of @oreman 


Rushing For Ambulance Led to 


Wild Scramble to Reach Street 


Philadelphia, May 1—An _un- 
fortunate accident to a deaf and dumb 
boy, Isador Baccus, was yesterday di- 
rectly responsible for the death of eight 
girls, aged from 12 te 18, the-fatal in- 
jury of three others and the serious in- 
jury of more than two score of girls em- 
ployed in the cigar factory of Harbur- 
ger, Hoinan & Co, 2 branch of the 
American Tobacco company, located at 
Tenth street and Washington arenue, 


The building in which the disaster oc- 
curred is a five-story brick structure 
and reaches an entire block. Twelve 
hundred persons were at work at the 
time of the accident, 99 percent of whom 
were gitls, whose ages range from 12 
years upward, 

The trouble began on the fourth floor 
of the structure. Baccus started for 
the fifth floor for a ball of twine. The 
elevator was at the top of the shaft 
and Baccus puiled the rope to bring it 
down. He opened the door leading to 
the sbaft and leaned forward to see 
Where the carriage As be did 
so the cleyator, which was descend- 
ing slowly, struck him across the back 
of the neck, pinioning bis head he- 
tween the elevator and the tloor. A 
Btock boy released Baccus and cried for 
help. The foreman rushed from the 
building to call an ambulance and im- 
mediately there was a panic among the 
employes. Some of the younger girls 
fainted while others, not heing «ht 
to control their feelings, cried fire. 

Instantly there was a mad rush for 
the stairway leading into Tenth street. 
The girfS rushed down the narrow stair- 
case until they reached a bend in the 
exit, between the second and third 
floors. In their eagerness to escupe 
the frightened leaders fell. Others im- 
mediately following tripped over the 
Struggling mass of humanity and in- 
stantly ther were hundreds of children 
and young wowen struggling in the 
passageway. 

The shrieks and screains of the terror- 
stricken girls were terrible. During 
the excitement an alarm of fire was 
turned in, but before the engines could 
reach the scene several! of the occupants 
of the building had rushed to the 
windows and jumped to the street, a 
distance of over 50 feet. When the 
firemen and policemen arrived every ef- 
fort was made to quiet the terrorized 
girls. 

The firemen rushed up the stairway 
and begged the girls to be calm, tell- 
Ing them that there was absolutely no 
danger, but the sight of the firemen 
seemed only to add fuel to the flame. 
While the policemen and firemen were 
endeavoring to quiet the girls on the 
stairway ladders were being run up on 
the outside of the building and the em- 
ployes who had climbed out on to the 
fire escapes and window ledges were 
quickly taken to the street. 

After a few minutes the men were en- 
abled to check the awful crush on the 
Stairway and then began the work of 
rescuing these who bad been trampled 
and crushed between the second and 
third floors. A call forambulances had 
been turned in and the dead and injured 
were hurried to hospitals. 

While this was going ev the scene 
about the structure was heartrendiug, 
The building is located in a_ section 
largely inbabitated by Hebrews, many 
of whom were caught in the terrible 
crush. Parents and relatives of the un- 
fortunate girls were screaming and 
rushing about the streets and it was 
almost impossible for the police to re- 
strain the mothers and relatives of sup- 
posed victims from entering the build- 
ing. 

The work of rescuing the girls froin 
the windows was necessarily tedious, 
They were so excited that they did not 
seem to understand the pleadings of 
the firemen. A nearly every window 
of the huge structure were girls scream- 
ing and crying for help. 

Many were so excited thatit was with 
the greatest difficulty that they were 
prevented from jumping from the build- 
ing, notwithstanding that there was not 
a sign of fire and their rescue seemed 
only the work of a few moinents 

The panic was over in less than half 
an hour, but in this brief space 
thousands of persons had been at 
tracted to the scene by the wild sereams 
of the relatives of the victiins and 
the shrieks of the girls at the windows. 

Because of the great excitement it 
was almost impossible to get an in- 
telligent idea of the disaster and it was 
three hours after the accident occurred 
before a single victim was identified.

Manage Government 


WOULD RESULT IN CHAOS 


MacArthur Declares That There Has 
Been No Unusual Destruction of Life 
in the Islands—Why Natives Got 
the Worst of the Battles 


Washington, May 1.—Major Genera! 
MacArthur yesterday gave further 
testimony before the senate committee 
on Philippines. He explained his state- 
ment made on ‘Tuesday that absolute 
chaos would result should independence 
be given the Filipinos and the United 
States forces be withdrawn by saying 
that the people of the Philippines, be- 
ing less prepared for self-government 
and administraton than any of the 
Latin-American republics at’ the time 
of their emancipation from Spain, their 
own unaided efforts to accomplish self- 
regeneration would in all probability 
prove abortive. 

The people of the Philippines, he 
said, bave rudimentary ideas and aspi- 
rations, and are therefore in apn es- 
sentially plastic condition which, under 


the tuitionary control of the United 
States would, in his opinion, admit 
of rapid moulding of the body politic 


into a consistent, self-supporting com- 
monwealth Even the best thinkers, 
he said, among the Filipinos have no 


| comeption whatever of the practical 


mechanical efforts whereby the results 


| they are all anxious to obtain can be 


successfully accomplished. American 
withdrawal from the islands would, in 
his opinion, result in the permanent 
failure of republican institutions in the 
fast and a fratricidal war which would 


| continue until suppressed by some ex 


terior force 

The broad generalization, he sald, is 
reached that the United States must re- 
tain the archipelago as a tuitionary an 
nex; that institu- 
tions there, that we must contend for 
commercial supremacy and perhaps 
combat for political supremacy to over- 
come the inherent difficulties of the sit- 
nation which will require the most pro- 
found efforts of constructive 
manship.

“The destruction,” said he, “is 
simply incident to war. and, of course, 
embraces a very small percentage «f 
the total population, which is dense.” 

“Thirty-three and a third percent in 
one province,” remarked Senator Pat 
terson. 

Replying to this statement, Genera! 
MacArthur informed Senator Patter- 
son that if he preferred to believe that 
he (MacArthur) could not help it. 

“We have as much right to believe 
that from an American ofticer who is 
the civil governor and who is there in 
the province as we have to believe you,” 
replied Senator Patterson, which 
brought the retort from General Mae- 
Arthur: “You can believe what you 
wish and I will believe what | wish.” 

General MacArthur referred to his 
many efforts to bring about a cessation 
of hostilities and stop the bloodshed. 
These efforts, he said, were directed 


to Aguinaldo through some of his 
friends, because in his opinion Agui- 


haldo Was “the incarnation of the revo 
lution.” 

General MacArthur said the disparity 
between the killed and wounded of the 
Filipino and American forces was due 
to the fact that the Filipinos know noth- 
ing of the double sight of their rines. 
Senator Patterson wanted to know if as 
a matter of fact the contacts between 
our troops and the Filipinos wer

Ko Difference Between Tubercle Ba- 
cilli In Man and Cattle 
Bérlin, May 1—Advance sheets of 
Professor Behring'’s forthcoming book 
on tuberculosis in cattle were avail- 
able here From these 
sheets it is seen that in his book the 
professor details the results of six 
year’ investigations at Marburg, where 
he was assisted by Drs. Ruppel and 

Roemer. 

Professor Behring affirms that tuber- 
culosis in man and cattle is propagated 
by identicai bacilli, and that the scem- 
ing differences between the human and 
the cattle bacilli result from the ca- 
pacity of the bacilli to accommodate 
themselves to the organism in which 
they The writer explains the 
process by which he reaches the con- 
clusion that, chemically and physio- 
logically, the tubercle bacilli in man and 
cattle are of the same species. 

Professor Behring says he has 
cessfully infected cattle with virus from 
humans, producing thereby fatal ani- 
mal tuberculosis. He also says he has 
discovered a method to render cattle im- 
mune against tuberculosis, which is 
done by vaccinating the cattle when 
they This he declares to 
be his greatest discovery, and says the 
method is in use on farms at Marburg.

Notice of Milk Inspector 


[Extracts from Chapter 57, Sections 3 and 4 
Public Statutes.] 

Sect. 3.—*‘ In all cities every person who con- 
veys milk in carriages or otherwise for the pur- 
pose of selling the same in such city shall annu- 
ally on the first day of May, or within thirty 
days thereafter be licensed by the Inspector of 
Muk of such city to sell milk within the limits 
thereof, and shall pay to such Inspector fifty 
cents each to the use of the city.” 

Srct. 4.—‘‘ Every person before selling milk 
oy offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
soarket place in a city or in a town in which an 
inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, 
sha)! register in the books of such inspector or 
inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who- 
ever neglects so to register, shall be punished 
for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars.

Fighting the Moth,

mosphere, but no moth will voluntarily 
lay its eggs in an atmosphere that is 
odious to it. For this reason It is of lit- 
tle avail to pack clothing or other arti- 
cles away saturated in camphor or 
other preyentives unless it is first sub- 
jected to airings and beatings that will 
free the fabric from any insects er eggs 
that may be hiding in its nap or folds. 
After every possible vestige of insect 
life is removed the articles should be 
put in airtight wrappings or recepta- 
cles with camphor or other insecticides, 
Many housekeepers claim that paper 1s 
the best of wrappers for the purpose, 
but it must be free from the smallest 
pinhole and be closed absolutely tight. 
Benzine, according to all authorities, is 
the deadliest enemy of the buffalo moth 
and should be used freely at its first 
approuch.—New York Trbune.

ROCHAMBEAU DAY FETE. 


Elaborate Preparations For Unvell- 
ing Statue of Great Frenchman. 
The unveiling of the Rochambeau| 

statue at Washington the latter part ot | 

May will be a notable function, says | 

the New York Tribune. The president 

is taking a deep personal interest in all 
the arrangements for the ceremony, 
and the committee, composed of Assist 
ant Secretary of State Pierce, Colonel 

T. A: Bingham and Commander Ray 

mond P. Rodgers, has arranged for 

their being successfully carried out. 

President Roosevelt has expressed his 

Willingness to make an address, and it 

is his wish that all the military organi- 

zations In the vicinity of the capital 
should participate in the exercises, 
which will make the occasion what It 
should be, au imposing military demon 
stration, since it is to do honor to the 
commander’ of the French forces in 

America during the war of the Revolu 

tion. 

The French government will be rep- 
resented by a general of the army and 
two aids, an admiral of the navy and 
two aids and two officials of the for- 
eign office, with their staffs. Count 
Rene de Rochambeau and Count Gas 
ton de Lafayette have accepted the 
president's invitation to assist at the 
ceremony. The foreign guests will be 
entertained by the government during 
their stay on this side of the water, and 
everything will be done, both by the 
officials having the matter in charge 
and by those hostesses who are arrang 
ing functions in their honor, to make 
their stay in America a memorable one. 

For the first time since her husband 
was accredited to Washington, four 
years ago, Mme. Cambon will visit that 
capital, and during the festivities that 
will mark the unveiling will act as host- 
ess of the French embassy, which has 
had no mistress since the reeall of M. 
Patenotre. Although she has never 
been in America, many members of the 
diplomatic corps have had the privilege 
of meeting Mme. Cambon, and she is 
said to be a woman of distinguished 
presence, wit, vivacity and charm. 

The statue for the unveiling of which 
such elaborate preparations are being 
made is a replica of the memorial ertct 
ed three years ago at Count Rocham- 
beau’s birthplace, Vendome, and was 
designed by Fernand Hamar, a young 
French artist of note and reputation. 
The figure is of bronze, heroic in size, 
and represents the officer in the unl- 
form of & field marshal of France, 
standing with his right arm upraised 
as though giving the command for an 
attack. A symbolical study at the base 
—the figure of a woman holding aloft 
the tlag of France, with her feet on the 
prow of a vessel—suggests the sympa- 
thy of France, the aid she sent across 
the sea to the young republic. The arms 
of the United States, of France and the 
sochambeau family are also arranged 
about the foot of the statue. The day 
selected for its unveiling, May 24, is 
the anniversary of Rochambeau's en 
trance into the military service of his 
country. It will be placed on the south 
west corner of Lafayeite square, oppo 
site the statue of Count Rochambeau's 
compatriot and companion in arms, the 
Marquis de Lafayette. 


GREAT COUNTRY HOUSE. 
Auson Phelps Stokes Plans Novel 
Mansion at Darien, Conn. 
Auson Phelps Stokes, who has put 
his country seat, Shadow Brook, at 
Lenox, Mass., on the market, has had 
plans prepared for a large mansion at 
Collender’s Point, Darien, Conn., says 
a special dispatch from Stamford, 
Conn., to the New York Times. The 
plans have been made by Mr. Stokes’ 
brother, a member of a New York 

firm. 

The structure will be a rambling af 
fair, construeted principally of brick. 
It will be built at the water’s edge 
and will command an excellent view 
of the sound. It will be 146 feet long, 
and the main building will be sixty 
feet wide, with two L’s at the rear, 
which will measure forty feet square. 
The rooms will be very large. The liv- 
ing room as provided for in the plans 
is as large as an ordinary dwelling. 

It is estimated that the house will 
eost over $250,000. The plans call for 
the beautifying of the thirteen acres 
of land comprising the site and the 
erection of fine stables. Farther back 
in Darien, at Oxridge, Mr. Stokes has 
just acquired 190 acres of the richest 
farm land in that sectiop. He does 
not intend to make any changes in this 
land immediately. It will be drawn 
on to supply his big establishment.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


Gay Substitute Rejected and Luce 


Bill Engrossed in House. 


The House again endorsed the 
principles of Luce election bill on 
Tuesday, by passing the amended Dill 
to be engrossed, after rejecting the 
tichard L. Gay substitute championed 
by Schofield of Malden, and it now 
goes to the Senate. If it passes the 
Senate the different parties in Quincy 
will next fall make direct nominations 
of two candidates for Representatives, 
and forthe City election will make 
direct nominations for Mayor, Council- 
men at large and Councilmen from 
Ward, School Committee at large, and 
School Committee from wards. 

The bill as passed provides: 

First—That the nomination of can- 
dlidates for all elective city oflices, and 
for the office of Representative in the 
General Court from districts wholly 
within a city (like Quincy forexample), 
in caucuses of political parties, shall 
be made by direct plurality vote. 

Second—That where nomination 
papers for candidates are required by 
law, such papers shall, for nomina- 
tions under this act, be signed by a 
number of voters equal in the aggre- 
gate to not less than five for each ward 
in the city or district. 

Third—That returns of caucuses of 
political parties at which direct nomi- 
nations are for candidates for 
elective city offices and for the oflice of 
Representative in the General Court in 
districts comprising than 
ward, shall be made according to the 
provisions of section 124 of chapter 11 
of the Revised Laws. In Boston the 
Election Commissioners and in other 
the Registrars of Voters shall 
said returns and determine 
the resulis thereof.

APHIG, 


Shot Down by Brother, Who 
Then Takes His Own Life 


ENMI''Y BETWEEN THEM 


Due to the Disinheritance of the Mur. 
derer by Their Father, Who Left an 
Estate Valued at $5,000,000, Be- 


cause He Objected to Athletics 


New York, May 9.—Paul Leicester 
Ford, the novelist, Was shot and killed 
yesterday by his brether, Malcolm 
Webster Ford, writer aud athlete, who 
immediately sent a bullet into his own 
breast, dying instantiy. The shooting 
eccurred in the handsome new man 
siou which Paul Ford had recently built. 

At the time of the shooting there were 
in the house besides the two brothers, 


Mrs, Paul lord, Miss Elizabeth R. Hall, 
the novelist's secretary, and the ser- 
yants, The novelist was sitting at his 
desk in his library, Miss Hall was at 
lier desk about 80 feet from Mr. Ford. 

Malcolin Ford called, and went to his 
brother at his desk. Words were ex 
changed in a tone so low that Miss Hall 
could not hear what was said. Snudden- 
ly there was a revolyer-sshot and Miss 
lial] darted from the room. Then, ac- 
cording to the statements of the police, 
Miss Hall said to herself that she must 
act more bravely and re-enter the 
library. 

Meanwhile Maleolm Ford had ealled 

her, As she turned toward him he 
placed his revolyer to his heart, fired 
and fell, dying instantly. When Miss 
Hall turned to look at Paul he still was 
Standing at his desk, but rapidly losing 
Strength. She helped him to a sofaand 
then ran next door for Dr. Baruch. In 
less than five ninutes Dr, Baruch ar- 
rived, but about 20 minutes after he was 
shot Mr. Ford died. 
Ford’s body was made, immediately 
after the shooting, could not be ascer- 
tained, but it appears from the state- 
ment of certain persons acquainted with 
the details of the tragedy that the body 
lay where it fell, on arugin the library, 
for some time, possibly several hours, 
so great Was the excitement in the 
house. In fact the murder and suicide 
Were not known to the coroner until 
about 2:30 p. m., and not to the police 
until 4:25 p.m. Dr. Baruch said that 
the time between 10:20 2, m. and 2:30 p. 
m. passed so rapidly that no one in the 
house realized it. 

Information from reliable sources 
makes it appear that Malcolm Ford 
called to get money from his brother, 
and meeting with a refusal shot him. 
Dr. Baruch said that the murder was a 
result of temporary mental aberration 
on the part of Maleolu Ford, due to 
nervous exhaustion, 

It is said that there was enmity be- 
tween the two brothers, and consequent 
bitterness, and that it was of 11 years’ 
standing; that never since the death of 
thelr father have they been on intimate 
or brotherly terms. This alleged enmity 
on the part of Malcolm is said to have 
been brought about by the fact that the 
father of the boys disinherited Mal- 
colm and that this action on the father’s 
part was because he did not wish Mal- 
colm to devote himself to an athletic 
career. 


Paul IL. Ford was 37 years old, a 
novelistof much uote. He was married 
about a year ago to Miss Grace Kidder. 
He was the son of Gordon L. Ford of 
Brooklyn, who died 11 years ago, and 
left an estate of some $2,000,000 divided 
between his children, with the excep- 
tion of Malcolm W., who was disin- 
herited by the will. Mr. Ford is the 
author of “The Hon. Peter Stirling,” 
“The Great K. & A, ‘Train Robbery,” 
“The True George Washington,” “The 
Many Sided Franklin,” “Tattle Tales 
of Cupid,” “Janice Meredith,” and a 
collection of short stories. Healsoedited 
the writings of Thomas Jefferson, the 
writings of John Dickinson and numer- 
ous other works relating to American 
history and bibliography. He was a 
member of the Players, Reform and 
Grolier clubs, the Century association, 
and Sons of the Revolution. 

Malcolm W. Ford was born in Brook- 
Iyn, Feb, 7, 1862. He was educated at 
the Brooklyn Polytechnic institute. He 
took up athleties while at school and for 
a number of years won championships 
in this country and Canada. He was 
the all-around amateur champion for 
half a dozen years. He was so pas- 
sionately fond of athletics that he is 
said to have neglected everything else 
to devote the time to hunning and 
jumping. He married a daughter of 
Robert Graves, a wall paper manufac- 
turer, but they were divorced. He was 
a member of the Lawyers’ elub,

The city is re 
ported to have been overwhelmed un 
der the flow of lava from the surround- 
ing volcanoes after most of the houses 
had been destroyed by the violence of 
the carthquakes, 

The town of St. Pierre, the commer- 
cial capital of the French island of 
Martinique, is on the west coast. The 
port there has only an open roadstead. 
The town has a population of about 
25,000, 

The island of Martinique contains 
several extinet voleanoes, the highest 
point being Mont Pelee, with an alti 
tude of 4430 feet. 

It was announced from St. Thomas 
on May 3 that St. Pierre had been con- 
vered With ashes to the depth of a quar- 
ter of an inch as a result of the out- 
break of the Mont Pelee voleano and 
the town appeared to be enveloped in 
fog. 

A second dispatch from St, Thomas, 
dated May 6, said the flow of lava from 
the Mont Pelee voleano, which began 
last Saturday, had completely destroyed 
the Guerin factories, situated about two 
miles from St. Pierre. It was also re- 
ported that about 150 persons had dis- | 
appeared and that a great panic pre- 
vailed at St. Pierre.

SOUFRIERE I$ IN ERUPTION 


Majestic but Awful Sight as Great 
Mountain Tried to Rid Itself of Mol. 
ten Lava—Several Districts In North. 


ero Part of Island Destroyed 


Kingston, Island of St. Vincent, B. 
W. 1, May 12.—After numerous earth- 
quakes during the preceding fortnight, 
aqgcompanied by subterranean noises in 
the direction of the Soufriere yolcano, 
in the northwestern part of the island, 


a loud explosion occurred 


the crater lake ascended in a 


heavily. 


the old crater, three miles in circum- 
ference, and the new crater formed by 
the Jast eruption, belched smoke and 
stones, forcing the residents of Walli- 
bou and Richmond. valley 

Chateau Belair for refuge. 


The thunderous noises, which were 


continually increasing, were heard in 
islands 200 miles away. 

At wiidday the craters ejected 
enormous columns of steamy vapor, 
rising majestically eight miles high and 
expanding into wonderful shapes, re- 
sembling enormous cauliflowers, 
gigantic wheels and beautiful Sower 
forms, all streaked up and down and 
crosswise with vivid flashes and light- 
ning, awing the behoider and impress ng 
the mind with fear. The mountain 
labored to rid itself of a massof molten 
lava Which later flowed over, in six 
streams, down the side of the volcano, 
aud the greater noises following united 
in obe great, continuous rour ail even- 
ing, through the night to ‘Thursday 
morning. accompanmed Wild black rain, 
falling dust and favillous scoria, at- 
tended with midnight darkness all 
Wednesday, creating feellngs of fear 
aud auxious stspense. On the morning 
eof Friday there was a fresh eruption 
and ejections of fiery matter, more dust 
covering the island, in some places two 
feet deep. 

The crater is still active as this dis- 
pateh is sent and great loss of life is 
believed to have occurred. ‘The lava 
has destroyed several districts with 
their livestock. People are fleecing to 
this town, streams are dried up and in 
many places a food and water famine 
is threatened. The government is feed- 
ing numbers of sufferers from the out- 
break. 

Great pblysicial changes have taken 
place in the neighborhood of the Sou- 
friere. 

Several districts have not yet been 
heard from and the scene of the erup- 
tion is unapproachable. Every hour 
brings sadder news. The nurses and 
doctors are overworked. It is im- 
possible to give full details at pres- 
ent. 

As a result of the disaster on this isl- 
and all business has been suspended 
for three days. The public mind is 
still unsettled, fearing further disaster. 

Among the deaths are whole families 
whose corpses are in several places, 
still lying unburied. The dead will be 
interred in trenches. 


St. Thomas, D. W. L., May 12.—Re- 
ports from the island of St Vincent say 
that up to the afternoon of Friday last 
over 500 deaths had occurred there ow- 
ing to the volcanic outbreak in that 
island. Definite news, however, is 
lacking. 


Quakes In Aleution Islands 

San Francisco, May 12.—The Alaska 
Commercial company has received from 
its agent at Unalaska, Alentian islands, 
@ letter dated April 10, giving informa- 
tion of volcanic disturbances in that 
portion. The letter says: “Unalaska 
bas been shaken up by earthquakes 
lately and on several occasions the 
ground was covered with fine ashes 
from some valcano. Reports reach us 
from Unimak to the effect that with 
every westerly wind the village is 
covered with some kind of ashes, in- 
dicating that some western vojcang is 
in action.” 


Military Against President 

Panama, May 12.—News has reached 
here from Costa Rica that the rilitary 
lement in the neighborhood of San 
‘ose, the capital, is in insurrection, re- 
fusing to recognize the authority of 
Asuncion Ecquivel, who was inau- 
gurated president May §.

Palma at the Cuban Capital 
Havana, May 12.—At 8:25 yesterday 
morning a large Cuban flag was hoisted 
over Morro Castle here. This was the 
Signal that the steamer Juda, with 
President-elect Palma and his party on 
board, had been sighted, and cheers 
Went up from the thousands who had 
patiently awaited the Juda’s arrival 
since daybreak. he crowd cheered 
for the new president and for the flag, 
which was hoisted over the famous 
fortress for the first time. 

It was 2 moment of exultation for the 
Cubans, and the fact that the Starsand 
Stripes floated from its customary 
flagstaff beside the Cuban flag over the 
castle did not lessen their euthusiasm. 

The Cuban flag flying over Morro was 
the same one which was first raised 
over the senate chamber. It was sent 
to the castle yesterday and fastened 
to the halyards of the flagstatf’ uscd to 
signal the nationality of incoming ves- 
sela When the smoke of the Juda was 
seen in the direction of Matanzas, the 
flag was hauled up. Asit rose the 
bands stationed along the water front 
played the Cuban national hymn, 
steamers saluted and church bells were 
rung. 

When he arrived at the wharf, Presi- 
dent-elect Palma was welcomed by 
Vice President Esteves, in a_ brief 
speech. A pretty feature of the recep- 
tion here was Senor Palma’s welcome 
by 23 young Cuban women dressed in 
costuines representing the American 
republics. 

From the wharf President-elect 
Palma was escorted to the palace by 
members of the rural guard. General 
Wood, his staff and the secretaries re- 
ceived Senor Palma at the palace. 
From here the president-elect pro- 
ceeded to the municipal council build- 
ing, where speeches were made by the 
mayor of Havana and Senor Zayas. 
The latter welcomed Senor Palina in 
behalf of the people of allclasses:idall 
political beliefs. Replying, Senor 
Palma said that his reception wes a 
gratifying experience, and, judging 
from what he bad scen since his arrival 
in Cuba, the people were unanimous 
in support of the incoming govern- 
ment. This, he said, boded well for the 
republic. General Wood accompanied 
Senor Palma to the residence of General 
Maximo Gomez, where the president- 
elect will reside until his inaugura- 
tien, May 20. 


Coroner Blocked by Judge 

Omaha, May 12.—Corouer Brailey 
yesterday empanelled a jury and pro- 
ceeded to thea home of Judge Eller, 
accompanied by the sheriff, and de- 
manded that he be permitted to hold an 
inquest over the remains of the judge’s 
son, who died, itis alleged, under 
Christian Science healing. Judge Eller 
informed the sheriff that in order to 
hold the inquest he would have to break 
down three doors, tear the American 
flag from the coffin and break a lock 
with which the coffin was secured. 
Brailey said he felt such action would 
be brutal and decided to let the affair 
pass without further official notice.

Other Unlawful Acts Are Charged— 


Trusts Program of Procedure 
Chicago, May 12.—With the full 
approval of Attorney General Knox, 
District Attorney Bethea on Saturday 
evening filed with the clerk of the fed- 
eral circuit court here a bill for an in- 
junction sweeping in character, de- 
signed to destroy the alleged giant con- 
spiracy to illegally control the meat 
trade of the Unifed States. District 
Attorney Bethea served notice that at 
2 p. m. on May 20 he will appear be- 
fore federal Judge Grosscup and ask 
for a temporary injunction against the 
packers and their representatives un- 
der the Sherman national anti-trust 
law. 

What the defendants will do, now 
that the government has begun the 
long-talked-of proceedings, was fore- 
casted by one of their representatives. 
They will not make a fight on May 20, 
according to this authority. They will 
submit to the entry of an order epjoin- 
ing them fram the acts complained of 
in the bill and will promise to refrain 
from further alleged violations of the 
law until the time of the next hearing. 
That probably will be about June 20, 
Before the latter date they will have 
filed a demurrer, in which the insuf- 
ficiency of the government's petition 
will be alleged. This demurrer, it ts 
sald, will raise an important point un- 
der the interstate commercd regula- 
tions, probably to the effect that the 
shipping of meats to one’s own agent 
in another state under a certain agree- 
ment is not interstate commerce. In 
the event that the demurrer shal! be 
overruled, the packers will still have 
privilege of filing au answer which will 
necessitate a further hearing on the 
merits of the government's charge. If, 
on the other hand, the demurrer shall 
be sustained, the federal attorney cau 
file an amended Dili. 

Copies of the government's bill were 
received at Mr. Bethea’s office from 
Washington Saturday. The district 
attorney and his assistants then made 
out a notice Lo the defendant's counsel 
and after swearing to the bill, Mr. 
Bethea filed it. 

The petition charges conspiracy, un- 
lawful combination, blacklisting,  il- 
legal cartage charges, an illegal credit 
agreement, creating flase market prices, 
iNegally depressing the market and ac 
cepting railway rebates. 

All of the principal packing 
panies organized under the laws of 
New Jersey, Michigan, New York and 
Illinois are made parties to the defense, 
and all are residents of Ilinols, save 
Mr. Sulzberger and Mr. Noyes of New

The craterof Mt. Pelee had been weur- 
“smoke cap” since May 3, but 
there was nothing until last Monday to 
indicate that there was the slightest 
danger. On that day a stream of boil- 
ing Jaya burst through the top of the 
crater, plunged into the valley of the 
Blanche, overwhelming the 
Guerin sugar works and killing 23 work 
people and the son of the proprietor. 

A commission was appointed by the 
governor to investigate the outbreak 
and it returned a Leassuring report on 
Wednesday evening. But about $8 
o'clock on Thursday morning a shower 
of tire rushed down on St. Pierre and 
the coust from Le Carbet (which hada 
population of 6000) to Le Precheur 
(which had a population of 4000) burn- 
ing up everything in its path. 

Throughout Thursday the heat inthe 
vicinity of St. Pierre was so intense 
and the stream of flowing lava was so 
unremitting that it was inipossible to 
approach the town during the early 
part ofthe day. As evening ap- 
proached the French cruiser Suchet, 
after a heroic battle with the leat suf- 
focation and sulphur fumes, succeeded 
in making a dash toward the 
nearing the laud close enough to en 
able her to take off 30 survivors of the 
dixaster, all of whom were hor 
burned and mutilated.

The sea shrank back 50 yards, 
hot rain began to fall, while gravel the 
size of Walnuts poured « on the 
town. This lasted 1D minutes 
and then the town began to resume its 
The 450 survivors who 
were brought here from the vicinity of 
St. Pierre by the French cable repair 
Pouyer ‘ruertier from 
Le Precheur, where, surrounded 
on all sides by flowing lava, they were 
nearly roasted to death and expected 
momentarily to be engulfed 

The work of relief is progressing here 
on the most extensive scale possible 
but, In anticipation of disturbances, 
the treasury building and the 
houses are guarded by troops 

The reports here 
showed that lava continues to pour 
down the slopes of the mountain, slow- 
ly engulfing the whole north side of 
the island, while fresh crevasses are 
continually opening. 

All the hills surrounding Le Carbet 
and Le Precheur are covered with 
refugees, to the uumber of about 5000, 
who are being taken away gradually. 
In the meanwhile, provisions are being 
conveyed to them 

The corpses which are heaped in the

Heap of Smoking Ruins 

Paris, May 12.—The minister of 
inarine has received a cable dispatch 
from the commander of the cruiser 
Suchet, dated Fort de France, saying 
that he conducted a search at St, Pierre 
Saturday. Whe captain reports that 
the town is now a mere heap of smoking 
ruins, under which the victims of the 
catastrophe are buried. The Suchet 
was able to convey some of the in 
habitants of Le Precheur to Fort de 
France, but could not reach the north 
ernmost part of the island, on account of 
the dense rain of ashes which was fall 
ing. 

The captain of the Suchet further re 
ported that the Mt. Pelee volcano had 
a threatening aspect Saturday even- 
ing. Subterranean rumblings were stil) 
heard, flashes of flame frequently 
belched from the voleano and stones 
were thrown out withimmense force. 

A dispatch from Fort de France says 
there is no doubt that Governor 
Mouttet and the commander of the 
troops at St. Pierre, Colone! Dain, are 
dead.

into the meat room and split the skull |

He cut off 
the nose and ears. gouged out the eyes 
and then cut strip after strip of flesh 
off the face of the unfortunate victim.

STRIKE PROPOSITION 


Will Probab!y Prevail at Con- 
vention of Miners 


WILL BE BARE MAJORITY 


Whichever Way the Question Is De- 
cided—Stationary Firemen Want 
Miners to Endorse Their Demands, 


Which Complicates the Situation 


Hazleton, Pa., May 14.-The situa- 
tion regarding the continuation of the 
present total suspension of work in the 
anthracite coal fields of Pennsylyania 
is a trifle clonded. The apparent over- 
whelming sentiment for a strike which 
was in evidence Monday is not quite 
50 prominent now, and predictions are 
freely made that whatever the dele- 
gates in the convention today determine 
upon, the winning side will have only a 
bare majority. 

President Mitcheil and his fellow  of- 
ficials still maintain silence and every 
attempt that has been made to eet their 
opinion of the situation has proved fur 
tile. The indications are, however, 
that the delegates favoring a strike are 
in the majority and will win the'r fight 
in the convention. 

The proposition of the stationary 
firemen to go out with the mine workers 
if the latter will endorse the firemen’s 
demands fora shorter work day without 
a reduction in wages, has helped to com- 
plicate the situation. The radical 
strike advocates insist that the Miners’ 
union should accept the proposition 
which would cause the operators a 
large financial loss through the flood- 
ing of the mine workings 

The convention willconduet its busi- 
ness behind closed doors. President 
Mitchell wiil be elected chairman and 
Will make an address in which he will 
give in detail all that has transpired be- 
tween himecel€ ana th ~~) presidents 
since the Shamokin convention. 

National President Mitchell and Dis- 
trict Presidents Nicholls and Fahy ar- 
rived here last evening from Neran- 
ton. President Mitchell stopped off at 
Freeland, vine miles north of here, 
where practically the entire population 
of the town turned out to welcome him. 
He made a brief speech in which he 
counselled the miners to act wisely. 

Frequent conferences were held last 
night by the leaders in preparation for 
the convention. It is not unlikely that 
the convention will be in session for sey- 
eral days. 


Working In Puritan Mills 

Plymouth, Mass., May 14.—The Anier- 
ican Woolen company started 14 looms 
in the Puritan mill yesterday which 
created considerable surprise to the 
striking weavers of that mill. None 
of the strikers returned to work and it 
is not known where the weavers were 
obtained. The strikers are stil] firm 
in their sympathy with the weavers at 
Olneyville. 


Will Settle by Arbitration 

Detroit, May 14.—An agreement to 
arbitrate the pending wage question 
was yesterday signed by the officers of 
the local Street Railway Men's union 
and the Detroit. Gaited railway. The 
men recently asked for a raise in wages 
from 21 cents an hour to 25 cents and 
the company refused it, at the same 
time making a counter offer of 22% 
cents. 


Strikers Win Two Contests 

Pittsburg, May 14.—Two of the big 
strikes inaugurated lately were of- 
ficially declared ended yesterday, the 
workmen in both instances being the 
gainer. The carpenters to the number

“The freight business which the 
road does at Quincy7probably amounts 
to $5,000 or $7,000 a month, and the 
consignees have the greatest difficulty 
in obtaining their goods from this 
little building.

The building is 
inaccessibly placed and almost com- 
pletely surrounded by the bnildings of 
the Richards’ hay and grain firm, from 
which shipments of hay and grain are 
being almost continuously made, the 
teams and cars blocking up the en- 
trance to the freight honse.

LIVES LOST BY DISASTERS IN TENNESSEE AND TEXAS. 


A TERRIBLE CALAMITY 


Between 175 and 225 Men and 
Boys Perish In a M.ne 


ONE SURVIVOR UF DISASTER 


Even He Will Succumb to Injuries 
Which He Sustained—Searchers of 


the Tomb of Death Found Their 


Path Strewno With Corpses 


Coul Creek, Tenn., May 20.—The 
worst disaster in the history of Ten- 
hessee mining occurred yesterday, 
When between 175 and 225 men and 
boys met instant death at the Frater- 
Ville coal mine, two miles west of this 


town, as a result of a gas explosion. 


Out of the large number of men and 
boys who went to work yesterday 
morning, developments show that only 
one is alive, and he is so badly injured 
that he cannot live. This man was 
William Morgan, an aged Englis’uman, 
Who was a roadman in the mine, and 
Was blown out of the entrance by the 
force of the explosion. One hundred 
and seventy-live miners were checked 
in for work yesterday moruing by the 
mine boss. In addition to these were 
boys who acted as helpers, and drivers, 
roadmen and others to the uu uber of 
perhaps 50. 

Fraterville mine is the 9%ldest mine 
in the Coal Creek district, having been 
opened in 1870. It is fully three miles 
from the mine's opening to the point 
where the men were at work. hey 
had not been at work long before the 
terrible explosion occurred. There was 
a fearful roar and then flames shot 
from the entrance and the air shafts. 

News of the disaster spread like wld- 
fire, but as soon as possible two rescu- 
ing parties were started in, one at the 
main entrance, the other throngh 
Thistle mine, which adjoins and in 
Which no men were at work. The 
Thistle party was unable to make any 
headway, as the gas stifled the work- 
ers. The Fraterviile party went fully 
two miles under the earth, untila heavy 
fall of slate Wao Carew acuits 
barrier the men worked like demons, 
hoping against hope that those beyord 
night be safe.

The tornado swept an area 250 yards 
wide for a distance of a mile and a 
half. The work of rescue Was car- 
ried on all day and the funeral of sev- | 
eral of the victims took place yesterday 
afternoon.

“GOING BACK TO DIE” 


@overnor Taft Will Not Forsake What 
He Considers His Duty 

Washington, May 20.—Senator Dolli- 
ver, in his speech on the Philippine bill 
yesterday, made the statement that 
Governor Taft, in bidding his friends 
in Washington good-bye, answered ab 
inquiry concerning his health by say- 
ing that he knew he was going back to 
the Philippines to die, but that he could 
not on that occasion forsake tle trust 
which had been committed to his keep 
ing. Governor ‘Taft's cheerfulness ip 
all his references to the surgical opera- 
tion he had undergone during his visit 
to the United States impressed most of 
his friends here with the idea that he 
Was hopeful of recovery. In view of 
that fact. Mr. Dolliver’s remark fell 
upon them with startling effect. 


In Congress 
Washington, May 20.—Only a brief 
time was devoted by the senate yester 


day to consideration of the Philippine 
government um. mr Dolliver sup 


ported the bill. He insisted that the 
Philippine insurrection, as a military 
proposition, Was a thing of the past and 
declared that in no circumstance would 
the United States relinquish the Phil 
ippines. 

The house passed the naval appro 
priation bill. The feature of the debate 
Was on the amendment offered by Mi 
Roberts (Mass.) providing that three of 
the ships provided for in the bill, a bat- 
tleship, cruiser, and a gunboat, shali be 
built in goverument yards. 


Turned In Deming’s Favor 

Washington, May 20.—In an opinion 
delivered by Justice Peckham, the 
United States supreme court decided the 
case of Captain Peter C. Deming in 
that officer’s favor. The case involyed 
the right of a court-martial composed 
entirely of officers of the regular army 
to pass upol a case involving the rights 
of a volunteer officer. The effect of the 
opinion is that such a trial is illegal. 
Deming had pleaded guilty to the 
charge of embezzlement and of other 
conduct unbecoming an officer. 


Pensions For Maimed Fighters 
Washington, May 20.—The com- 
mittee on invalid pensions of the house 
yesterday reported favorably the sen- 
ate bill to increase the pensions of those 
who have lost limbs in the military er 
naval service of the United Stites or 
were totally disabledinthesame. Itis 
estimated by the committee that ne irly 
7000 persons are affected by the bill, 
although the number is rapidly increas- 
ing. The lowest rate of increase recom- 

mended by the bill is $10 per month. 


No Sign of Adjournment 

Washington, May 20.—Senator Teller 
of Colorado says that the session of 
congress will be likely to continue 66 
days from the first of June. Senator 
Teller estimates that 30 days will be 
occupied in discussing the canal Dill 
and the same amount of time on the 
Cuban reciprocity bill when it is taken 
up. 


Never Ordered Water Cure 

Washington, May 20—During the 
Philippine investigation before the sen- 
ate committee yesterday a letter was 
read’ from General Hughes denying 
that he had ever given orders for the 
water cure and saying that if such a 
charge Was made he wanted the fullest 
investigation of it. 


Eight Indicted tor Bribery 
Toledo, May 20.—The grand jury im- 
panelled several weeks ago and charged 
by Judge Kinkade to investigate the 
rumors of bribery and official @erelic- 
tion made a partial report yesterday.

BOER PEACE CONFERENCE 


May Result In Split Between Trans- 


vaal and Orange Free State 

Pretoria, May 21.—While it is hard 
to sitt out the truth from the mass of 
conutradictery reports that are floating 
in here from Vereeniging, Transvaal, 
where the Boer delegates are in con 
ference, the best information  obtain- 
able leads to the belief that there are 
a number of obstacles in the way ofa 
peaceful settlement, 

In summing up the situation at Ve- 
reeniging it is safe to say that a = ma- 
jority of the Transvaalers, including 
the Transvaal government, are in favor 
of peace, while the representatives of 
the Orange Free State, with a few in 
fluential exceptions, declare they will 
not renounce independence. Strangely 
enough, General DeWet, who was most 
irreconcilable at the last conference, 
is now quite a strong advocate of peace. 

Lord Kitehener certainly will not ex- 
ceed the concessions already offered the 
delegates, so there remains only the 
question of the reduction of the de- 
maunds of the Orange Free State repre- 
sentatives or the possibility of a split 
between the Boer factions. ‘This latter, 
While it would delay an immedinte set- 
tlement of the matters before che con- 
ference, would certainly husten the final 
solution of the situation in the field. 


Coal Barons to Raise Prices 

Chieago, May 21.—The Chronicle says 
prices of bituminous coal al! through 
the lake district, from Buffalo to Du- 
luth and perhaps all over the country, 
may take a sudden jump upward dur- 
ing the coming week or within the next 
two weeks at the most. Sixty members 
of the Lake Erie Coal Shippers’ as- 
sociation met in secret in this city and 
reached a unanimous agreement to 
take advantage of the shortage in 
anthracite coal caused by the strike 
of the miners in Pennsylvania and give 
the prices of bituminous coal a healthy 
lift. 


Ninety-Five Killed by Cyclone 
Goliad, Tex., May 21.—Three of the 
{njured in Sunday's tornado died yes- 
terday, making the total number of 
deaths 95. There has been a generous 
response to the appeals niade by Gov- 
ernor Sayers, but there is much to be 
done and it will require a large sum to 
eare for the injured and homeless. This 
city was totally swept from end to end 
by the rushing winds and 150 houses 
were razed to the ground by the shock. 
The city continues under martial law. 
Parachute Failed to Work 
London, May 21.—A woman bal 
loonist named Edith Brookes was yes- 
terday dashed to death at Sheffield 
through the failure of the parachute 
apparatus to work properly.

Havana, May 21.—The natal day of 
the republic of Cuba found Hayana 
arrayed like a queen to await the com- 
ing of her lord. She seemed reinvested 
for Lue occasion with the dignity of the 
prosperous davs of her power and 
wealth. The decorations were uni- 
versal. There was uot u_ residence, 
preieutious or humble, that did not bear 
upon its quaint facade some emblem 
in houor of Lhe event. 

Nature seemed in harmouy with the 
spirit of the festivities. ‘The parks 
were literally aflame with tropical 
flowers, and the yaulted sky above 
might have been chiselled out of tur- 
quoise. Above every red tiled roof rose 
a Cuban flag. The whole city seemed 
suddenly buried beneath a forest of 
waving banuers. 

The actual transfer of the control of 
the island was scheduled to occur ex- 
actly at noon, Havana time, which is 
12:30 p. m., Washington time, but those 
invited to witness the ceremony were 
required to be at the palace at 11:60 
a, m. 

The ceremony itself was brief and 
simple. After formal greetings, Gen-

bad been built in private yards.

The representation of France included 
General Brugere, the highest field of- 
ficer in the French army; Vice Admirat 
Fournier, inspector general of the 
Wrench navy; the venerable General 
Geunt Chalendar. the udants of 
Rochambeau and Lafeyette, and others 
distinguished in French military, of- 
ficial, literary and artistic life. With 
them were the French ambassador, M. 
Cambon, and the entire staff of the 
French embassy, all in brilliant diplo- 
matic uniform, while the diplomatic 
corps was represented by the German, 
Russian, Italian and Mexican = am- 
bassadors and the ministers from many 
foreign countries. 

President Roosevelt and the members 
ef the cabinet were escorted from the 
White House by a file of minute en, 
dressed in the uniform of the Conti 
nental days. When the president ar- 
rived at the presidential stand the en- 
tire assemblage arose and greeted him 
With lusty cheers. Afteran impressive 
invocation by Rey. Dr. Stafford, who 
took the place of Cardinal Gibbons, 
President Roosevelt delivered the ad- 
dress of welcome. As the president 
concluded his address, the Countess de 
Rochambeau caught up the cords to 
the flags enveloping the statue and the 
massive bronze figure emerged through 
the folds of red, whiteand blue. Atthe 
same instant an artillery salute came 
from a battery of heavy guns nearby, 
and the strains of the French national 
hymn, the Marseillaise, came from the 
Marine band. It wasaninspiring wo- 
ment. and, led by President Roosevelt, 
the entire assemblage joined in cheer- 
ing. Another demonstration oecurred 
at the close of General Brugere’s ad- 
dress when, with characteristic French 
vehemence, he gave this pledge of un- 
dying Franco-American friendship:

The Rochambeau statue has its place 
in Lafayette square in the national 
capital, the place of all others most fit- 
ting for it, says a special dispatch from 
Washington to the Record- 
Herald. It flanks the bronze effigy of 
the young Marquis de who 
owned the Comte de Rochaumbeau as 
his “father in war.” The statue is of 
heroie size. It represents the marshal 
at the siege of Yorktown ordering the 
French wing of the besieging army to 
attack the works of the English gen 
eral, Lord Cornwallis, morning 
of Oct. 10, 1781. 

Against the pedestal rises a splendid

female figure of France holding aloft 
two flagstaffs with the left hand—the 


flags of France and America—and 
grasping a threatening sword with the 


right. The war eagle with extended 
wings is at her feet, so typifying the 


defensive alliance, the only one ever 


consecrated by a treaty which has been 
signed on behalf of the United States. 

The statue Is a replica of one that 
stands in the town of 
to the chateau of the Ro- 
chambeau Fernand Hamar, 
the sculptor, gave to its execution long 
study and much love, and when it was 
unveiled June 4, 1900, he received the 
highest praise for his skill and his ar- 
tistic conception. 

Few months had passed before it oc- 
curred to M. Jules Boeufve, chancellor 
of the French embassy at Washington, 
that a duplicate of the statue should be 
erected in the United States. Then 
General Horace Porter, American em- 
bassador at Paris, wrote to Chairman 
Cannon of the house committee on ap- 
propriations recommending the project 
and expressing h's appreciation of the 
high artistic worth of the monument, 

It was found that a replica could be 
purchased for $7,500, and this amount 
was appropriated March 3, 1901, as an 
amendment to the sundry civil bill. On 
March 7 a joint resolution set aside 
$10,000 as a fund for entertaining the 
representatives of the French goyern- 
ment, and invited the families of Ro- 
chambeau and Lafayette to attend the 
unveiling ceremonies, Within the 
month an additional sum of the same 


amount Las been authorized. 
Marshal de Rochambeau was a sea- 


soned warrlor of fifty-lve when he 
brought 6,000 French troops to Amer- 
ica in 1780. He held the high grade 
of Heutenant general in the French 
army and many and great were the 
debts his king and his people owed bim 
for his services tn battle. He was giv- 
en his early education for the priest- 
hood, but when he was seventeen years 
old, his elder brother died, and he was 
summoned from halls to 
prepare for the active life that would 
be his as his father’s successor. 

The war of the Austrian succession 
was being fought, and young Rocham- 
beau was soon in the field as a cornet 
in St. Simon’s cavalry regiment. He 
did dashing work in many campaigns, 
and finally at Namur, in the Low Coun-

tries, came his great opportunity. He 
took it into his head to climb a height 


considered’ impregnable, and there he 
found two sentinels lazily smoking in 
the sun. Not disturbing them, he 
slipped away and was soon back at 
the head of a strong force. He took 
the height, and with it the battle was 
won. For this he was made a colonel 
at the age of twenty-two. 

From this his story runs on with 
ever increasing honor. Name the bat- 
tles of Europe in which the French 
army took part during the middle of 
the eighteenth century, and you name 
the scenes of Rochambeau’s exploits. 
In the expedition against the island of 
Minorea be became brigadier general. 
At Creveldt he held the whole Austrian 
army at bay for hours, At Minden his 
own part was glorious, despite his 
country’s defeat 

When Louis XV. determined to send 
money and men to help the American 
colonies, he chose Rochambeau for the 
leadership, The army of 6,000 men dis- 
embarked at Newport, while the sup- 
porting army under Admiral de Ternay 
occupied the bay. There perforce he 
had to remain with his command, play- 
ing his part in the game of chess to 
which the war had reduced itself. 
Washington he first met in September 
of 1780 at Hartford. It was decided 
that the two armies should join forces, 
Washington’s troops being then along 
the highlands of the Hudson. 

It was not till June, 1781, after Ro- 
chambeau's son had come from France 
with re-enforcements, that the armies 
united. After reconnoissances it was 
decided that General Clinton and the 
British at New York were still too 
strong to attack. Then it was that the 
advance on Cornwallis was determined. 
Skillfully deceiving General Clinton, 
the united armies were soon on the 
route for Virginia. They closed in on 
the British general, fought him gal- 
jantly at the outposts and trapped him 
se completely that he surrendered, and 
the war of the Revolution was won. 

Rochambeau was loaded with hon- 
ors by the Continental congress, and 
he did not return to France till “e 
next spring. He rose to be marsha! of 
France, survived the revolution, though 
suffering imprisonment and narrowly 
escaping execution, and died in 1807 
at the age of eighty-two. ¥

For the space of one hour flaines rose 
from the crater to a height of 150 
metres. The crater seemed to be about 
$00 metres in diameter. 

There is no word from Fort de France 
later than ¥ o'clock Monday evening, 
but anxiety is increased by the fact that 
Dominica, next-door neighbor of Mar- 
tinique to the north, was showered with 
yoleanic ashes more heavily than at 
either of the two previous explosive 
eruptions. 

Anxiety is also felt for the safety of 
Professor Robert T. Hill of Washing- 
ton, who, after cabling the results of 
his earlier study of the volcano, left 
Fort de Prance to try to reach the Pelee 
craters, 

Professor Hill chartered a steamer 
and carefully examined the coast us far 
north as Port de Macouba, at the ex- 
treme end of the island, making fre- 
quent landings. After landing ut Le 
Precheur, five miles north of St. Pierre, 
he walked through an area of active 
vulcanism to the latter place and made 
a minute examination of the various 
phenomena disclosed. 

Professor Hill is the first and only 
man who has set foot in the area of 
craters, fissures and fumaroles, and be 
cause of his high position as a scientist, 
his story isvaluable. Hereportsas fol- 
lows: 

“The zone of the catastrophe in Mar- 
tinique forms an elongated oyal, con 
taining on Jand about 
niles of destruction. This oval is part- 
ly over the sea The land part is 
bounded by lines running from Le 
Precheur to the peak of Mt. Pelee, 
thence curving around to Carbet. 
There were three well marked zones: 
First, a centre of annihilation, in which 
all life, vegetable aud animal, was ut- 
terly destreyed; the greater northern 
part of St. Pierre was in this zone. 
Second, a zone of singeing, blistering 
flame, which also was fatal to all life, 
killing all men and animals, burning 
the leaves on the trees and scorching, 
but not utterly destroying the trees 
themselves. Third, a large, outer, non- 
destructive zone of ashes wherein some 
vegetation was injured. 

“The focus of annihilation was the 
Dew crater midway between the sea 
and the peak of Mt. Pelee, where now 
exists a new area of active vulcanism, 
with hundreds of fumaroles or miuia- 
ture volcanoes, The new crater is now 
voniting black, hot mud, which is 
failing into the sea. Both craters, the 
old and new, b. active. Mushrooin- 
shaped steam explosions constantly 
ascend from the old crater, while heavy, 
ash-laden clouds float horizontally from 
the new crater. The old crater ejects 
steam, smoke, mud, pumice, and la- 
pilli, no molten lava. 

“The salient topography of the region 
1s unaltered. The destruction of St. 
Pierre was due to the new crater. The 
explosion had great superficial force, 
acting in radial directions. as_ is ev!- 
denced by the dismounting and carry- 
ing for yards of the guns In the battery 
on the hil! south of St. Pierre and the 
colonial statue of the virgin in the saine 
locality, and also by the condition of 
the ruined houses in St. Pierre. Ac- 
cording to the testimony of some per- 
sens there was an accompanying flame. 
Others think the incandescent cinders 
and the force of their ejection were

A Medley of Color In 1861, 

When the Seventy-ninth New York 
highlanders paraded on June 1, 1861, to 
depart for Washington, all the officers 
and many of the men wore the kilts, 
while the rest of the men were dressed 
{n handsome state jackets with red 
facings, blue fatigue caps and Cameron 
tartan pants. These with the kilted 
officers and men made their appearance 
quite picturesque, as may be readily 
imagined. But by the time the regi- 
ment marched to the battlefield “our 
knapsacks containing our uniform jack- 
ets and tartan pants were packed up 
and left at camp,” says the regimental 
historian. “If any of our men wore 
other than the regulation dark blue 
blouses and light blue pants during the 
campaign, it was the exception, and 
they were few.” The costume of 
Duryee’s corps was that of the Second 
regiment of the French zouaves, com- 
posed of a blue jacket trimmed with 
red and blue shirt trimmed with the 
full scarlet trousers with leather 
leggings and scarlet cap with blue tas- 
sel, partly arranged in turban form. 
The famous Seventh New York march- 
ed to Washington dressed in gray. The 
celebrated Sixth Massachusetts was 
also dressed in gray when it marched 
through Baltimore, while there were 
some few corps dressed in green.

Speaking personally of his expedition 
to Mt. Pelee, Professor Hill said: “My 
attempt to examine the crater of Mt. 
Pelee has been futile. I 
however, in getting very close to Morne 
Rouge. At 7 Monday night I 
Witnessed, from a point pear the ruins 
of St. Pierre, a frightful explosion from 
Mt. Pelee, and noted the accompanying 
phenomena. While 
continue no sane man should attempt 
an ascent to the crater of the voleano, 
Following the salvos of 
from the mountain, gigantic mushroom- 
shaped colunims of smoke aud cinders 
ascended into the clear, starlit sky. and 
then spread, in a vast black sheet, 
to the south and directly over my head. 


“Phrougt this chert, v ttcw catcuaca 
a distance of 10 miles from the crater, 
vivid and awful lightning-like bolts 
flashed with alarming frequency. They 
followed distinct paths of ignition, but 
were different from lightning in that 
the bolts were horizontal and not per- 
pendicular. This is indisputable evi- 
dence of the explosive oxidation of the 
gases after they left the crater. This 
is a most important observation aud 
explains, in part, the awful catastro- 
phe. This phenomenon fs entirely new 
in volcanic history. 

“I took many photographs, but do 
not hesitate to acknowledge that I was 
terrified. But I was not the only per- 
son frightened. Two newspaper corre- 
spondeuts who were close to Morne 
Rouge some hours before me became 
seared, ran three miles down the moun- 
tain and bastened into Fort de France, 

“The people on the north end of the 
island are terrified and are fleecing with 
their cattle and effects. I spent Tues- 
day night in a house at Deux Cheux 
with a crowd of 200 frightened refu- 
gees. 

“Nearly all the phenomena of these 
voleanie outbreaks are new to science 
and many of them have not yet been 
explained. The volcano is still intense- 
ly active and I cannot make any pre- 
dictions as to what it will do.”
